EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is reference in prior art teach of keypad using electroluminescent film 

within of or on top of the keypad as seen in Yang (US 2002/01 75899A1 ), Ward et al. 
(US 6824321) and Han (US 2003/00431 20A1). However, the present invention claims 
of the electroluminescent film in molded on top of exterior surface of upper housing of 
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the remote for prevention moisture, dust and air from entering into the housing; wherein 
the keypad is located inside the housing. 

No prior teach or suggest a remote keyless entry electroluminescent (EL) device 
including at least one depressible button segment for activating a vehicle function, said 
entry device comprising: 

an upper housing, said upper housing including at least one aperture; 

an EL film integral to said upper housing for illuminating at least one display area; 

a printed circuit board disposed under said upper housing; 

an electrical contact for supplying a power source from said printed circuit 
board to said EL film for illumination; and 

a lower housing joined to said upper housing, to encase said printed circuit 

board; 

wherein said EL film is in-molded as part of a top exterior surface of said upper 
housing for forming a single component.
